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J—g"\ HE City of Mentz by the Latinos called Mfa- 
| gontiacum, ſaid to have been Built by Mogantius, 


the Son of ZZeftor, the Son of Priam, King of 
Troy, is the ſcat of an Archbiſhop, who is one 
of the Principal Eleftors of the German Empe- 
ro':/, 25 the Place where Printing was firſt invented, and 
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is-Scituated- four Leagues diſtant from Fraxcfort, where the 
Main falls into. the Rhin ; fortified with a Citadel, and adorned 
with a fair Academy. This City, having for ſome months 
groned under the Tiranny ot-the French Conqueits, the Duke 
of Lorraine being numerouſly aſſiſted by the Princes in Con. 
tederacy,againſhþ the-co Enemy a-Europe, reſolved: to 
wrelſt Ks 4 the hands of the French oy agd\ reſtore ir- to 
it's former Imperial Freedom. 

To this purpoſe the Duke of L#rraine, upon the 29 of May 
departed from Francfort, and took up his Head Quarters at 
Flockheim, about a German mile from Mentz ; and the next 
day went with four hundered Horſe to, obſerve the Place, 
advancing within Cannon ſhot of the Fort of Caſe! which is 
over againſt Metz ; tho the French at the ſame time fired a 
great many ſhot, one of which killed two Men very near 
the Duke's Perſon; 

The 31 of May ten Imperial Regiments, five of Horſe and 

five of foot, encamped between W:ſbaden and Morback, His 
Highneſs having his Quarters near to Co/theim. The Troops 
of Heſſe were quartered from Focheim as far as the Rhine ; 
and the Forces of Wolfenbuttel were marched to Wiſbaden ; 
and the Mun/terian Troops, to the number of 5000 Men lay 
encamped at Ratingen within two German miles of Xeiſerſwerr. 
And ina ſhort time after the Fort of Cafſe/, lying on the 0- 
ther ſide of the River, over againſt Mexrz, was taken by the 
Imperjaliſts. 
'* This done the Duke of Lorraine returned to Francfort in 
ExpeCation of the Eletor of Saxonie, and the Landgrave of 
Heſſe ; there being already come to that Place the Dukes of 
Saxen Gothen, and Saxen Coburgh, the Biſhop of Wireſbergh, 
and the Generals Souches, Commercy, Lippe, and Fleming. 

Toward the latter end of June Keyſerwaert was Pelieged 
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by the Ele&or of Brandenbargh, and upon the finiſhing his 
Batteries and their beginning to play into the Town, was 
ſurrender upon Compoſition. From hence the Eleor of 
Brandenburgh marched forward and inveſted Bonne, while 
the Prince of Waldeck,' and the Prince of Yaudemont watched 
the Motions of the French under the Marſhal d' Jumieres, 
who had ſuftered much by a great Tempeſt, attended with 
ſuch violeat Rains and Floods, that he Joſt a grear part of 
his Baygage, and ſeveral of his Men, himſelf alſo with ſome 
difficulty eſcaping being drowned. . Other derachements there 
were ot the Confederares which were ordered to have an Eye 
upon the Duke of Daras, who was forming an Army and lay 
not far from Philipſbourgh. 

The French being thus ſecured from doing much Miſchief 
to the Befiegers of Mentz, the Imperial Army encamped be- 
tween Creutſnach and Altzey, about fix leagues from Ment, 
and there made a Halt till they had made themſelves Maſters 
of the Caſtle of Eberburgh, which they attacked upon the 
ſixteenth of Jave with their Cannon and Mortars ; the Caſtle 
being advantagiouſly ſcituated, and of difficult Acceſs, and 
lately fortified by the French with additional out-works. 

At the ſame time Letters were intercepted from Monſieur 
Louvois to the Marquiſs d'Z/xelles, Governour of Mentz, to 
let him know that the French King had ſent the Arriere-Ban 
to the Coaſts, and that by reaſon ot ſome diſappointments, he 
was not to expe very powerfull Succours, for that there 
was every where too great Occaſion for his Forces, in regard 
the Enemy had never been ſo numerous in the Feild be- 
fore. 

And now all things being ready, and the Methods of pro- 
ceeding being concerted between the two Princes; the Duke 
Lorraine advanced with the /mperia/ Army within two _—_— 

miles 
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miles of Mextz, having ſent four thouſand Croats before, 
who poſted themſelves near the Town; upon whom the 
French Horſe in the Garriſon made a. Sally, but perceiving 
their Strength , immediately retreated again. The ſame 
day the Eleour of Saxony with ſeven thouſand of his Foot 
paſſed the Rhine in Boats, and joyned the mperial Army, 
having ſeat his Horle to Gernſheime, in ordet to paſs the Ri- 
ver there upon a Bridge of Boats. The forces of Heſs and 
fome Saxon Regiunents,to the number of eight or 10000 Men, 
were poſted on this fide the' Rhine, where they had raiſed ſes 
veral Batteries at Co/theim and Caſſel, from whence they very 
much annoyed the Beſieged with their Bombs and great ſhot. 
But the Confederates reſolving to make quick work, upon the 
eighteenth of July began to work at their Lines of Circumval- 
lation, to which purpoſe they ſummond in three thouſand 
Peaſants from the Country adjoinning. And all the care ima- 
ginable was taken to ſupply the Beſiegers with Ammunition 
and Proviſion by Water trom Frankfort, 

The Lines of Circumvallations and Platforms for the Batte- 
1ies being thus compleated, upon the twenty ſecond in the 
Evening they opened their Trenches without any diſturbance 
from the Enemy, who were in a little diſorder that night oc- 
caſionced by the Bombs which the aſſrans ſhot into the Town 
[rom their Battery on the other fide of the Rh/ze, and which 
f{:r ſeveral Houſes on fire. The next. moraing by break of 
day ſome ot the Horſe c4me out of the Garriton to. diſturb 
the Workmen ; but were quickly beaten in again. They had 
+ allo placed ſeveral Feild Peices all along upon the Counterf- 
carpe, frotn which they fired upon the Befiegers Workmen ; 
by one ſhot from whence the young Prince Frederick of New- 
Furgh was untortunately flain ; and indeed the Enemy olten 
ſkewed themſelves in ſmall Partics, but retired again. 

The 
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The 24th. the Saxons poſted themſelves in the Monaſtery 
of the Carthuftans, and then it was that the Beſiegers finiſhed 
their. Lines of Communication. 

The :next day' the /mperialifts removed their Bridge of 
Boats up higher-towards the M7, and ſecur'd it with a Re- 
doubt ; nd by this time they had finiſhed two Batteries, the 
one of 15, the other of 25 pieces of Canon. 

At the ſame time the Eleftor of Bavaria joyn'd the Impe- 
rialiſts, and all the Saxous were poſted on this fide the 
Rhine : And upon the 27th. at night, the Beficged play'd ve- 
ry ſmartly from the Town, ſo that there were 10 of the Be- 
ſiegers kill'd and 3o wounded. All this while in order to a 
general Aſſault, two Attacks were carry'd on ; one upon the 
lett hand by the Zmperialiſts and Lunenburghers, and another 
on the right-hand by the Saxons and Bavarians : In the mean 
time General Danwa/d, was ordered to march with & body of 
8000 Horſe to obſerve the D. of Duras, who lay encamp'd 
with the Forces under his Command near New/tadt. 

Upon the 29th, of Fly, the Sieur Damas de Courmacllon, 
who had ſerv'd in the Bavarian Troops in Hungary, was ſeiz'd 
as he was endeavouring to get alone into the Town. The 
next night the Lunenburghers relieved the Trenches, and ad- 
vanced two Lines upon the Right anc! Left, and finiſhed the 
Redoubts, the places .of Arms and other Works, with the 
loſs of 5 Souldiers kill'd and 7 wounded; among which M. 
General du Mont was wounded in the Hand. 

Upon the 29th. 3000 Imperialiſts and 1000 Haſſens, relie- 
ved the Trenches, and finiſhed the Lines upon the Right and 
Left; and withal began to raiſe a Redoubt ro cover their Bat» 
terries, with the loſs of 3 Mea kill'd, and 4 wounded. 

Upon the 30th. the mperialiſts mounted the Trenches, 


and advanc'd them conſiderably ; and the Bavarian and Sazons 
carried 
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carried on their Works at the other Attack, with no -lefs Vi- 
gour and Succels ;- inſomuch that the ſame night they . made 
two Aſſaults upon the Frexch, who: were poſted in a'Garden: 
near the Town ; bur the Enemy ſtill maintained their/ground. 

Upon the laſt of Fuly at night, the Befieged made a Sally 
with 1500 Men, and falling upon the Zaſfens, at firſt put them 
to ſome diſorder; but being ſeconded by the next Guard, the 
Enemy was fore'd to retire with loſs. x | 

Upon the 1/. of Augsſt, Three perſons enter'd the Beſiegers 
Camp on Horſeback, and got betore they were well perceiv'd, 
into the Enemies Guard ot Dragoons, which was a little ad- 
vanced from the Town. It was afterwards underſtood that 
they were the Marquis of Barbaferes, who was to com- 
mand the Garriſon, the Marquiſs d4uxelles being ſaid to be 
ſick, the Marquiſs of Crequi and another French Offtesr. 

The 24, 3d, and 4th. of Auguſt, the Beſigers: continued 
advancing their Trenches, and finiſhing their Batteries, - with 
all the Succeſs they could defire; conſidering that the Enemy 
ply'd them very hard both with great and ſmall Shot ; by 
means of which extraordinary toyl of the Beſtegers, they were 
got within Fourſcore paces ot the Glacis : And the Saxons had 
made themſelves Maſters of the Gaiden before mentioned. 

At the ſame time alſo a German Engincer who had ſerv'd 
the French, with another perſon made thei: eſ-ape out of the 
Garriſon ;. and gave the D. of Loraine a particular Account of 
the condition ot the place, and particularly of their Mines. Du» 
ring theſe Progrefles cf the Beftegers, the grand Maſter of the 
Tentonic Order and the Prince of Savoy, were ſlightly wound-' 
ed. 

Oa the other fide the Duke of Daras, in hopes to make 
ſome Diverſion, crols'd the Khins with 1500 Men ; and havin 
taken a ſmall place upon the Nechar by Atlauit, pt all the 

Inhabitants 
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Fnhabitants to the Syord ; after which he advanced toward 
Heidelbergh, where” he began to raiſe a Battery againſt the 
Town': Bur the Regiment of Wirrtembergh, commanded by 
che Count of O/tinghen, getting in opporrunely into the place, 
the French were repulſed in the Attack which they made upon, 
the Town ;,.with the loſs of between 3 and 4oo Men : So 
that the D. - of Duraſs being alſo.informed, That Count Serins 
with the Bavarian Forces, and General Danwal/d with another 
great Body were upon their March towards him, he drew; off, 
and returned towards Philipsburgh ; burning Seven or Eight 
Villages in his Retreat. | > 
On the 107h. of Augaſt, the Redonbrt againſt the Counter» 
ſcarp on the ſide of the Amperialiſts Attack was finiſhed, and. 
the: Bavarians and Saxoxs at the fame time advanced their; 
Trenches toward the Garden of Scadia»s:' That night there: 
were about zo Men kill'd and wounded on both Attacks. On 
the other fide the /mpermalifts had continued playing into the 
Town-with a RR of 25 pieces of Canon ; which: had. ab 
moſt ruin'd two Baſtions: And the next day they began two. 
' new Batteries more, the-one of:5,, the other xo Guns. 'The 
next morning the Beſieged made a Sally with 400 Men upon. 
the Saxons, and pofſcls'd themſelves of a Redoubt, which the. 
Befiegers were-caſting- up. atthe-end of the Trenches ; where. 
they: began) to intrench-themſelves: But Major General Reas, 
wha commanded imthe Trenehes, haſtning to the Aſſiſtance; 
of the advanced Guards, the French were beaten back into the, 
Town in great Confuſion; haviog loſt the Officer that com» 
manded them, and a conſidergble number of their Men : On, - 
the Beſiegers ſide Majot General Rews was wounded, and Cob 
lonel Schevenitzas who dy'd1afterwards- of his. Wounds; with, 
&veral other Officers, with 'many common Souldiers 'were 


þ fain.: Which however did not diſcourage the D. of Lorain, 
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hor 'the 'Eleftors of Bauaria and Saxony, from being every

Squadrons of French Horſe being the Van of their Army which 
was upon its march, who diſcovering the Datch Foragers, 
made up direQly toward them. Now between the Dutch and 
them was aValley and aVillage, where ſome Squadrons of Duzch 
Horſe and Dragoons, and Coll. Hodges with Six hundred Eng- 
liſh-Foor were poſted to guard the Foragers. The Dutch Horſe 
being overpowred by the Enemies numbers retired. But 
Coll. Zedzes in the. mean time having lin'd certain Hedges 
that lay very advantagous for him, and kept firing till be- 
tween ten and eleven a Clock, at what time moſt ot the Fo- 
ragers were gat home. Upon this the French brought Foot 
and Dragoons to force Coll. Hodges from his Poſt, who there- 
upon retir'd to a Mill which he maintain'd, till he receiv'd 
Orders to retreat, which he did with"a Bravery more than or- 
dinary, ſtill firing upon the Enemy, till about twelve a Clock 
he came toa little Town call'd Walcourr, about a mile from the 
Camp and the Paſs to it, where lay a Regiment of Lanen- 
burghers who fired very thick upon the French. And thus 
with the loſs of Licutenant Coll. Graham, Capt. Daviſon, mor- 
tally wounded and thirty Men kill'd, Coll.

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"And now Orders being given for the ſtorming the Counter- 
ſcarp between four and five in-the Afternoon of the 67h. of 
September z after the firing of four Pieces of Canon, . and the 
ſhooting of « Bombinto rhe Air, which were the Signals ap- 
pointed; the Beſicgers began the Attack at rhree ſeveral places, 
with 12000 Men at each place, who were drawn up into ſe- 
veral Bodies and Detachments, to ſecondone another as there 
ſhould be occafton. The Enemy on tlie otherſide, ſprang their 
Mines, but ' ſomewhat too early, fo thar they did the Be- 
fiegers little harm. But the Beſiegers Mines had a much bet- 
ter effe&t; for they made very large Breaches, while at the 
ſame time the Aſſaylers Canon and Bombs play'd very furi- 
ouſly, - The Diſpute laſted above tour hours and a half, and 
ſuch was the Courage and Reſolution of the Befiegers who 
preſs'd fo hard upon the Enemy, cutting all in pieces that op- 
poy'd them, that they not only made themſelves Maſters of 
the Counterſcarp, and lodg'd themſelves upon it, but-purſued 
the Enemy to the Gates, and had almoſt entred the Town with 
the flying Enemy. The Heſſans ford their way'toa Fort which 
the Enemy had 'near the Rhine, which they 't60k by? main 
ftrength, with their Swords in their hands, bur afterward quit- 
red it again : For that not thinking they ſhould have been! able 
to advance fo far, they were not provided of ſuch Neceflaries 
as were requiſuze to make a' Lodgment.
